Attention has not been called, we be- j 


lisve, to one peculiarity—that is, the I 
number of geographical names in Cali-J 
fornia which end -with o. In this respecf] 
this stata most be awcrded the diajapioa- i 
ship medal, as a brief inspection of any I 
list of names of places will show. First, J 
among the 58 counties of California there 
ar$ no less than 14 which end with the 
round letter. They are El Dorado, Fres-' 
tio. Inyo, SlendoeiTio, Mono, Sacramento, ( 
!' --'i Bsnito, San Bernardino, San Diego, 
£' ;n Francisco, San Ltsia Obiapo, San 
r tateo, SoJano and Tolo. It is to be oV' 
Esrved that only a portion of these are 
named from mascnline saints in the 
Spanish calendar, Fresno, Inyo, Mono, , 
Solan o and others being presumably In- ', 
tlian names, thpflghjthe termination may '., 
have been prat on by the early Spanish , 
settlers. When we come to towns in 
California whoso names end in o, their 
name is legion. There are, among others, 
Acarnpo, Alamo, Bernardo, Blanco, Cah- 
to, Capistrano, Decoto, Echo, El Casco, 
Frnto, Igo, Jacinto, Largo, Llano, Milo, 
Moreno, Navarro, Nicasio, Ono, Paler- 
mo, Philo, Rialto, Sansalito, Tropico, 
Venado and Volcano. 


In the compilation of this imperfect 


catalogue the towns and cities named for 
saints have been omitted, as the list 
would be entirely too long, running from 
San Antonio through most of the letters 
of the alphabet to San Ysidro. There is 
said to be a reason for all things, and it 
is not unlikely that the names given by 
the early and pious Spanish settlers to 
their settlements may have sounded 
pleasant to the gringos who came after 
them and have influenced them, perhaps 
unconsciously, to confer upon their own 
mining camps and villages and towns 
names ending with the letter o.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

The American Bankers' Association 


its issuing a circular to all banks in the 
United States. 
The circular states 


that an extraordinary monetary crisis 
has constrained the association to post- 
pone the annual convention called to 
meet at Chicago September Cth and 
7tli. Ae this will prevent such expres- 
sion upon the part of the association 
'ae the members think the financial 
situation demands, the officers feel it 
incumbent upon them to speak for the 
association. 


The officers say it is manifest that 


the immediate cause of the stringency 
is the fear of disaster engendered in 
the minds of the people by the con- 
tinued purchase of silver by the gov- 
ernment and by *ae unceasing issue of 
its obligations therefor redeemable in 
gold. 
AB bankers are believed to 


realize this it becomes them to urge 
upon their fellow citizens and upon 
congress the great necessity for an im- 
mediate, and unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 


' act, which the officers say is demanded 


in the interest of those favoring a gold 
standard aud those who believe in the 
use of silver and gold. A blank form 
of petition accompanies tho circular to 
be circulated among merchants, busi- 
ness men and others r'or signatures. 


Tho New York board of trade and 


transportation 
to supplement the 


appeal of tho officers of the bankers' 
association has called a meeting of 
representatives of commercial bodies 
throughout tho country in Washington 
September 12th, to urge upon congress 
the business necessity for the im- 
mediate and unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act- 


That tho potitions sent throughout 


the country will be numerously signed 
in localities whore the silver question 
is not understood by the masses there 
is no room for doubt, and that the 
meeting of representatives of various 
boards of trade in Washington Septem- 
ber 12th will be largely attended is 
equally certain. 
This will bring a 


strong pressure to bear upon congress 
which will doubtless have its effect 
upon timid and wavering members and 
it should bo counteracted as much as 
possible by thoso who are in favor of 
tho full remonetizution of silver. 


It seoms incredible, notwithstand- 


ing tho assertions of the officers of the 
banker's association and board of trade 
of New York, that the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver monthly is 
the cause of the present monetary 
crisiy, but those powerful financial and 
commercial organizations profess to 
believo that it is and tuuy so impress a 
majority of congress and cause tho un- 
' conditional repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act, and reduce 
silver to a moro commodity. 
The 


arguments adduced by the New York 
organizations are those used by the 
president in his message, and though 
the masses in tho west and south do 
not accept them as Until the capitalists 
and rich merchants of New York City 
deem thorn conclusive and for once the 
bankers and merchants of the east and 
the acknowledged head of the Demo- 
cratic party are in accord on the para- 
mount issue of the day.

Acclamation. 


PEFFER ON THE SITUATION. 


A New Congressman Comes to the 


Front. 


IOWA 
DEMOCRATS. 


lioieu Reuoralnatod for Governor* 
DBS MOINES, la., August 24,—At tho 


afternoon session of the Democratic 
convention Governor Boies was renom- 
mated by acclamation amid tremend- 
ous applause. Lieutenant Governor 
Bestow also received a renomination. 


At this point the report of the com- 


mittee on platform was read and 
adopted. 
The resolutions 
declare 


confidence in the administration of 
President Cleveland. The present un- 
fortunate financial stringency is laid 
at the door of the Republican adminis- 
tration and congress urged to give the 
country early relief. The Sherman act 
is denounced as a cowardly makeshift, 
which has brought the present finan- 
cial perils and troubles upon the coun- 
try. 
Immediate repeal of the silver 


purchase clause thereof is demanded, 
and the use of gold and silver as the 
money of tho country 
on an equal 


basis favored. The platform also de- 
mands that all paper currency shall be 
kept at par with and redeemable in 
such coin. Just and liberal pensions 
to deserving veterans are favored. 


On the prohibition question the plat- 


form says that " as partial reparation 
for 
unjust confiscation of private 


property caused by the prohibitory 
law, we favor such legislation as will 
permit the manufacture of spirituous, 
vinous and malt liquors within the 
state, thereby giving to our own people 
at least equal rights in thia.respect 
with 
the 
manufacturers of other 


states." 


Nominating then continued. John 


Cleggett of Mason City was nominated

He Argues In Bc-liulf of tl»o Fanners. 
WASHINGTON, August 24.—In the sen- 


ate, Stewart, after being recognized by 
;he presiding officer, and having a right 
o the floor, gave way to Senator Peffer, 
vho said the present deplorable condi- 
ion was caused by any want of confi- 
dence on the part of the people, but 
it had been caused by practical treason 
on the part of a class which he hoped 
would bo relieved of the responsibility 
of stealing from the people. 


Alluding to a suggestion made by 


protectionists that fear as to changes 
in the tariff had much to do with the 
financial panic, he asked what fears had 
farmers, mechanics or the clerks of 4he 
country that the manufacturing estab- 
lishments were in danger from the 
present administration ? 


Peffer insisted that now and for the 


last half-dozen years the failures of 
manufacturing establishments did not 
come from any prospective tariff policy 
but from want of orders. The people 
had no money to buy goods and the 
orders were blocked. There is no dan- 
ger of free trade unless that fright was 
forced on the people. If it were forced 
upon them every custom house would 
be razed, and from that time on trade 
with all the world would be free. That 
was where the country was drifting, 
and the men behind the throne to-day 
were the, men who were hastening that 
consummation. 


If the farmers of the country had to 


compete with pauper labor, manufac- 
turers could do it and they would have 
to do it before the fight was ended. 
What was fair to the farmer was fair to 
the manufacturer.

A Caiidela-riu Justice of the Peace Gives 


Some Advice. 


C. A. Howard justice of the peace of 


Candelaria received a letter from a 
San Francisco liquor merchant relative 
to collecting un account. The San 
Francisco Report has the following on 
the subject: 


The justice of the peace of the min- 


ing town of Candelaria, Nev., has novel 
ideas about the obligations of debtors, 
and they are largely based on the sil- 
ver question. In reply to a letter of 
the trustee of a suspended San Fran- 
cisco liquor firm inclosing some bills 
for collection, thia Nevada Solon sent 
the following under date of July 17, 
1893. 


Your letter of the 13th inst received, 


inclosing parcel of bills for collection. 
I am a justice of the peace and have 
duties to perform and try to perform 
them conscientiously. My conscience 
in this case dictates to me that I should 
not go beyond the letter and spirit of 
the law to enforce it hi any case brought 
before me. It is not my duty to hunt 
up business of that kind * * * * * •"• * 
Tho conscientious part is thia: 


This town is suffering from the dis- 


ease planted in the United States in 
1873 by tho money sharks of the Bast 
and Europe. The disease has perme- 
ated the whole body politic, because 
the pressure of the eastern bankers 
was brought to bear upon the western 
dealers who were willing serfs to east- 
ern influence. San Francisco as a 
whole forgot the teat that it was suck- 
ing. It swayed California politics in a 
sham fight upon the tariff, leaving the 
wet nurse to hunt sagebrush. The 
nurse got dry and San Francisco feels 
its nourishment diminished, and now 
cries for the blood of the nurse. The 
urse is desperate and cries for help. 


Will San Francisco turn a deaf ear 


or will it recover its senses, if not out 
of charity at least out of self interest? 
We already hear a small voice answer- 
ing: We are coming. A meeting of 
silver men has taken place at the par- 
lors of the Palace Hotel, and enthu- 
siasm is aroused for a large gathering. 
Now my advice to yon is to get right 
away and help the silver men to rees- 
tablish silver to the function it held 
before demonetization, and your nurse 
will soon revive and afford you nutri- 
ment. Then our merchants will be 
willing and able to pay their debts 
without the need of an intervening 
lawyer or the justice of the peace.

Thirty of Them Witnin a Radius of T«tn 


-or Twelve Miles. 


A correspondent of the Sacrament 


New writes to that paper from Webbe 
Lake as follows: What appears to be 
the most remarkable thing to me in 
this section of tho country 'is the im 
mense number of natural lakes there 
are here within a radius of ten or 
twelve miles. There are at least thirty 
of these bodies of fresh water, all sur 
passing in their beauty and of inesti 
niable value to the valley people in the 
future. All of the natural lakes tha 
were not taken up by claimants prio: 
to six years ago have been withdrawn 
from entry by Uncle Sam, and will be 
used as resorvoir sites when the gov 
eminent gets good and ready to survey 
and utilize them. 


Another remarkable fact is that al 


these lakes are well stocked with wha 
is commonly called the cutthroat trou 
—salmo TJiiUis—and the all absorbing 
question among the sporting men here 
is: "Who stocked these lakes?" 


Alvaro Evans of Reno, one of the 


wealthiest settlers in this section, who 
came over this—the Henness pass 
which is the old emigrant trail, in 1846 
says the trout were here when he firsi 
saw the lake, and that he caught many 
while camped on the lake shore. Dr 
Webber, for whom the lake was namec 
and wbo^Hpoor, foolish man—made &1. 
the improvements here and neglected 
to perfect his title to the property 
dying almost a pauper, says he helped 
to'stock the lake, but that there were 
some fine fish hore when he settled 
here in the early '50's. As all the other 
lakea are also wej.1 stocked, and it is 
impossible for fish to make their way 
into the lakes from the rivers which 
have an outlet from them, on accouni 
of the terribly high waterfalls, which 
are an attraction to all these lakes, it 
must be presumed that the Indians were 
thoughtful enough to place the fish 
here, or else they are indigenous to all 
these lakes, a theory which does not 
seem to have a good basis in fact.

Earthquake Phenomena. 


The wild, untamed earthquake is a 


terrible thing to encounter. The "quak- 
ing," the rending of the earth's surface 
and the other incidental accompaniments 
usually describee* are only a tithe of the 
real terrors of a seismic shock. To some 
the noise which precedes the real shock 
is more terror inspiring than the 
"quake" itself. Father Kireher describes 
these subterranean rumblings as "a hor- 
rid sound resembling that of an infinite 
number of chariots driven fiercely for- 
ward, mingled with the noise of crack- 
ing whips, neighing of horses and the 
cries of victory and despair on the part 
of tho charioteers.''

Lisbon earthquake are said to have re- 
sembled "the rumbling of empty omni 
bribes, chariots and barrels, the noise in 
creasing in \ olume tintil it equaled the 
roar of a thousand cannons." Another 
peculiarity is the gyratory motion that 
is frequently imparted to sections of 
earth of greater or lesser area. At Co- 
lares in 1755 several stone houses in the 
lower quarters of the city were turned 
completely around, this, too, withoul 
rendering 
them 
uninhabitable.— St

llaces begin at 1 o'clock sharp r. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minuted between laces. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle, iiugle 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will bo precisely five minutes 
jfter the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of the animal, that do not send tbe horse 
out promptly at post signal will be fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must l>o made to 
the Secretary on or before tho 1st day of 
September, 
1603. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding tho race, before tt 
o'clock 1', M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes mast 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 6 P. it. 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age und sex of tlio horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will bo allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry Jive pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one eutry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 6 
V. if, of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


Ail Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 


the rate of 60, 30 and W per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar« the best . 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to tbe stable; and iu 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves tbe right to trot hent» 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish- any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heata. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided oo follows 
06% to the first and WA to tbe second. 
., 


In dividing purses no horso shall receive 


more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subaoribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
tneie ixHidTtions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
bo a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
lorse Association rules to govern all rannlnc 
race* where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
